The Way to Kootenay* • > 

Do oar poopl.o know, does the GoTern" 
or know, Ibat the only moans of reaching 
Rootenay isw'a Portland and tlio Co. 
lumbiftRivor? Are the people aware, 
is His Exoolloncy awaro'vthat'WbiJe we 
bavo been laying the fonndations ol 
empire on paper, and ganging the area 
of oar territory in imagination, our 
American neighbors havo praoticflUy 
annexed thosoulhern part of British 
Colambia to their own territory ? It 
only remains to as in name, op paper. 
For all praotlcal purpoBOU it is a part 
of Washington Territory; and it should, 
in common fairness, ho entitled to send 
a representative to the Territorial Le>t- 
islaluro. This is not said in irony, li 
is sober truth. The Americans hold 
the avenues of acoess to our soulhorD 
mines. They work these mineB. sup. 
ply the needs of the population xMy send 
to work them, taking the gold in re- 
turn. If any of our own peoitlo wisli 
to visit tbeee mines Ihoy must innko a 
journey throui^h Oregon Siato and 
Wushiiigtou Territory in order to uo* 
complish it. True, wo send a messen- 
ger oooasioiially with a few' letters in 
bis brooohes' pockot, to one or two per- 
B0Q8 acting as the roprofientatives of 
our Qovornmont over there; but oven 
he must needs betake himself to a lor- 
oign route of travol,or becontonn iuvoU 
untiry trapper ia the mountainB. 'Why 
is this thdsf* 'Simply on account of offi- 
cial supineness. An iufinileiy shorter 
and b'o'ttef ronte can he made Qrailuble 
through our own territory, one wbicU 
would not only socure to us all the travel 
and trade with the southern portion ol 
the colony, but which woald be the 
means of opening up and developing 
many interests of greater ultimate value 
than all the gold mines in the colony. 
This everlassing itoralion is us irksome 
to oarselvca as it must bo to the reader. 
Yet the interests and consequences in- 
Tolved are bo '^momeDtoas that>we'fe|ej 
impelled to oontinne to lift up cor italics 
and enter our protest aRainst a course 
BO unpatriotic and utterly aubvsoiBivo 
of the best interests of tbo colony. 
Wo bavo attributed Ibis doploraDIo 
condition of our relations with the 
southern section of the Colony .to 
official supinentii ; but it would not be 
correct to say that no attempt ha« 
been made to establiBh oommunicution 
Would that wo could say so. It would 
be inQnitely more creditable to tbo Gcv- 
ernmont, and certainly more satitfacf 
cry to the colouy bad no attempt been 
made. Two attempts may bo said to 
have been made. Tbo first was that fatal 
misdirection of money and of energy (i*) 
which cost the colony between sovemy 
and eighty thoosand dollars, anu 
left nothing to show for it but the 
merest apology for ft trail, to follow 
■which would require all the InBtinot and 
' Bagacity.of a native of the forest., aud all 
the endurance and agility of a mouutuiu 
goat The E«cond cUort wan directed 
towards exploring the country lying 
between Lake Bhuswap aud Kootenay, 
■with a view to diBCqvering euiiablo 
passes through intervening mountain 
ranges : and if ihia attempt n ilicted 
loss expense upon t4io colony than the 
first, it can scarcely be said to havo re- 
flected less discredit upon tbo Govern- 
ment. Plethoric aa was the staff ol the 
Lands and Works Department of that 
period, it was deemed necessiirj to add 
to it by the appointment of-an AssuU 
BDt Snrveyor General. The creation of 
thia ofBco was as unnoceHsary and in- 
utile as would be the addition of a fifth 
wheel to an ordinary coach ; but the 
choice of tbo uew otUeer was-as badtas 
the act itself was uujnstifiablo: ' The As- 
BiBtant was a gentleman chiefly remark- 
able' for habits of lezy luxuriance, was 
Bolocted ; and to bim was intrusted ibe 
work of conduciing tho exploration. 
We will not be eipectod to enter iuio 
the detailB ot the inunner in which tbo 
duties of that important mission were 
discharged, The eocentrioUiea of the 
Assistant Surviycr Gfeueral' and his 
large staff of attendants supplied ma- 
terial for many a good Jtory among the 
minors and iradcrd of Hint part and 
period. For tho rest, snllico it to say 
that the Assistant's forte consisted in 
exploring the country n while Btrotcbn 
ed upon his comfortable benr-skln 
■couch in his tent, indulging in Havana 
cigars and Uudson Bay rum. Aiicr 
thus spending tbo season right pl('a«inil'« 
ly, tho luxurious ABsibtuiit repaired 
to' head quurtovB, at Iho capital, where 
a glowing and wordy- official report was 
cooked up and published with dne cir- 
comstanoe in tho Government Gazette. 
' The reader will readily anticipate us 
when wo state that actual observation 
Bubscquenlly proved that report to bo 
just Bueb fiction as the circumBtanoos 
Burrounuing its origin would load one 
to expect. Buoh wore the practical 
nataro and results of the second and 
^faBt'efloft put forward by tbo Govern- 
iment, with a view to establishing com- 
•mnnication with tbo ineronaingly im- 
portant gold-fields on our Southern 
frontier. Wo may bo mot Aith the 
question. ' If tho two attempts already 
made by the Government have proved, 
so expensive and abortive, why advo-! 
cato another V Tho question is, wc 
confess, neither unnatural nor unreason- 
able. Our answer is this : Wo von. 
lure to hope that such exhibitions of 
pradiiral and buughng imbeoUty ended 
with a previous administration, and 
that any exploration undertaken now 
would be charaoterised 
and less extravagance. iUit, in au- 
dition to all, that individual exploration 



ban left comparaiirely little .for the 
Government to do. The ooantry drained 

by the Upper Columbia is no longer the 
terra inccjnita of former times. It has 
been ascertained with a tolerable de- 
gree of certainty that passes, low and 
good, do exist ; and, if we may rely upon 
information which comes to us nndor 
oironmstanees calculated to inspire en^ 
lire confidence, it only remains for tho 
Govornraont to make a choice of routes, 
survey tho line, and proceed at onoe 
with tho construction of a soltable road, 
a chenp, practical road. We: want no 
more 'Eomau BoadflljaBt naw. This 
colony cannot a£ford BQOb a luxury- Once 
more, therefore, iwe urge upon the Bxo- 
cutivo the duty of immediate attention 
to this matter.
